A N O T H ER VETO. 


T he P re sid e n t V etoes H i. B ill to A id buf­ 
fering F a rm e rs iu T exas. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 16th.—The fol­ 
lowing is th e m essage of the President in 
vetoing the bill for the distribution of seeds 
in Texas:

shmei of Agriculture to make a special distribu­ 
tion of seeds in the drought-stricken counties 
of Texas." It is represented that a long-con­ 
tinued and extensive drought has existed iu 
certain portions of the State of Texas, resulting 
in the failure of crops, nud consequent distress 
and destitution. Though there lias been some 
difi'erence in tire statements concerning the ex ­ 
tent ol the people’s needs in the localities thus 
affected, there seems no doubt that there has 
Ix en existing a condition calling for re­

crops,

blight, yet I lcel obliged to withhold my ap­ 
proval of the plan as pro]iosed by this bill, and 
to indulge the benevolent and charitable senti­ 
ment through the appropriation of public funds 
for that purpose. I can find no warrant for such 
an appropriation in the Constitution, and 1 do 
not believe that the power and duty of the 
General Government ought to he extended to 
the relief of individual suffering which is in no 
m anner properly related to the public service or 
benefit. The prevalent tendency to disregard 
the limited mission of this power and duty 
should, 1 think, be steadily resisted, to the end 
that the lesson should be constantly entoreed 
that though the ]>eople support the Govern­ 
ment, the Government should not support the 
people. The friendliness and charity of our 
countrymen can always be relied upon to re­ 
lieve their fellow-citizens in misfortunes. This 
has been repeatedly and quite lately demonstra­ 
ted. Federal aid in such easesencourage expect­ 
ations of paternal care on the part of the Gov­ 
ernment, and weakens the sturdiness of our na­ 
tional character, while it prevents the indul­ 
gence among t lie people of that kindly senti­ 
ment and conduct which strengthens the bonds 
of common brotherhood 
It is within my per­ 
sonal knowledge that individual aid has to 
some extent already been extended to the suf­ 
ferers mentioned in this bill. The failure of a 
pro|aT appropriation of $10.060 additional to 
meet the remaining wants, will not necessarily 
result in continued distress, if the emergency is 
fully made kuown to the people of the country. 
It is here suggested that the Commissioner Iff 
Agriculture is annually directed to expend a 
large sum of money for the purpose of propa­ 
gation and d stribution of seeds and other things 
of this description, two-thirds ot which are 
upon the request of Senators, Representatives 
and Delegates in Congress, supplied to them for 
distribution among their constituency. 
The 
appropriation of the current year lor this pur­ 
pose is $100,000, and it will probably be no less 
in tiie appropriation for the ensuing year. I 
understand that a large quantity of grain is fur­ 
nished for such distribution, and it is supposed 
that tliis free apportionment among their neigh­ 
bors is a privilege which may be waived by 
our Senators and Representatives. If sufficient 
of them would request the Commissioner of 
Agriculture to rend their share o! grain thus 
allowed them to the suffering farmers of Texas, 
they might tic able to sow their crops. Their 
constituents for whom, in theory, tiiis grain is 
intended could well bear the deprivation, and 
the donors would experience the satisfaction 
attending deeds of charity.

The certificate is 
signed by tbe Governor, whose signature is 
certified by the Secretary of State. 
On motion of Hoar, it was referred to 
the Committee on Privileges and Elections. 
McMillan, from the Committee on Com­ 
merce, reported back tbe House river and 
harbor bill, with amendments, and gave 
notice that lie would move to take it up to­ 
morrow. 
After the morning hour, on motion of 
Evarts, the printing of the testimony being 
taken in the Texa3 investigation 
was 
ordered. 
A resolution offered yesterday by. Hoar, 
to have the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections inquire also as to whether Dis­ 
trict Attorney Marshall lias been attempt­ 
ing to obstruct the investigation or intim­ 
idate witnesses, was taken up. 
Stanford addressed tbe Senate in favor of 
the plan for industrial co operation. 
< The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the bill to increase the naval establish­ 
ment. 
Maxey supported the bill. Ho was not 
only in fuvor of building war vessels, but 
fortifications in every 
seaport 
of the 
country. 
A vote was taken on the amendment of­ 
fered yesterday by Hale, and it was adopt­ 
ed without division. 
Other amendments were adopted and the 
bill passed. 
Butler liio-v ed to amend by inserting after 
the words “ heavily armed vessels,1 the 
words, “for sea service,” and spoke in sup­ 
port of the amendment. 
Hale opposed the amendment. 
The ex­ 
penditure under all these bills would not 
exceed $12.000.000, because the expendi­ 
tures would extend over five years ; these 
bills did not materially affect the question 
of surplus in tbe treasury. 
After further debate the bill went over 
without action. Hale stating that he would 
ask a vote on it to-morrow.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 16th.—The House 
to-day insisted upon its amendments to 
the Senate trade-dollar bill, and agreed to 
the conference requested by the Senate. 
Belmont, from the Committee on For­ 
eign Affairs, reported back the Senate retal- 
ation bill, with the substitute therefor, 
which was ordered printed and recom­ 
mitted. 
Belmont gave notice that he would ask 
the House to act upon the measure Wed­ 
nesday next. 
Rice of Massachusetts gave notice that 
he would tile a minority report. The only 
change in the substitute reported from that 
drawn up by the sub-committee of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, and hereto­ 
fore published, is the insertion after the 
prohibition against tbe entry of any loco­ 
motive, car or otber vehicle, of the words 
“ with any goods that may be contained 
therein.” The third and last section of 
the snb-coinmittee bill, providing for the 
appointment of a Commission to take tes­ 
timony concerning losses inflicted by Can­ 
adian authorities on citizens of the United 
States, is stricken out, for the reason that a 
bill covering the same grounds has been 
already reported by the committee. The 
report accompanying the snbstitute is iden­ 
tical with that drawn up by the sub-com­ 
mittee. 
The Speaker stated that the House con- 
ferrees on the Northern Pacific forfeiture 
bill had been reappointed yesterday under 
a misapprehension. The former conferrees 
had as yet made no report to the House, 
and the order of yesterday would be re­ 
scinded. 
Rice of Mississippi, from the Committee 
on Foreign- Affairs, reported a resolution 
calling on the Secretary of State for copies 
of certain correspondence on file in his 
department, on the subject of the Vene­ 
zuelan claims. Adopted. 
Also, calling on the Secretary for inform­ 
ation as to what action has been taken to 
protect the interests of American citizens 
whose property was destroyed by insur­ 
gents at Aspinwall. Adopted. 
Hill of Ohio, from the Committee on 
Territories, reported the bill for the organ­ 
ization of the Territory of Alaska. 
Cobb, from the conference committee on 
the Northern Pacific forfeiture bill, re­ 
ported a disagreement. He stated that the 
Senate bill proposed the forfeiture of but 
3,500,000 acres of mountainous land west 
of the Cascade mountains, while the House 
amendment worked for a forfeiture of all 
land west of Bismarck, amounting to 36,­ 
000.000 acres. 
Weaver of Iowa inquired whether the 


Senate bill did not confirm the title of the 
company to 32,500.000 acres. 
Cobb replied that in effect it did. 
The report was agreed to. The House 
further insisted upon its amendment, and 
Messrs. Cobb, Van Eaton and Payson were 
appointed conferrees. 
ilatch endeavored to secure consideration 
of the pleuro-pneumonia bill, but aband­ 
oned the attempt when it was evident the 
point of noquoruiu would be raised against 
his motion.

It was the first time in the history of the 
Court that a man had ever so pleaded 
guilty and left the Court no option but to 
sentence him to death, if his plea were 
accepted. 
Everybody else in the Court­ 
room started, but the prisoner repeated his 
plea and stood up unmoved. The Re­ 
corder was the first person to recover him ­ 
self. 
“ Where is the man’s counsel?” 
he asked. “ Hasn’t he got any ? 
Then I 
shall assign him one. I shall not accept 
any such plea. I shall indorse the indict­ 
ment with the plea ' not guilty.’ The pris­ 
oner is remanded.” 
Shipman was then 
taken back to the Tombs, and will be tried 
at some further date. It was supposed lhat 
he had pleaded guilty merely to back up 
his assumption of insanity.

vances 0111 he great nrinciules of cooperation. 
The industries and benelicial results find their 
full development in association. Thus discover­ 
ies in art and in science are distributed or 
availed of, and they inure to the benefit of ilio 
whole community, aud often to the whole civil­ 
ized world. Ho organization of individuals for a 
common purpose give strength to the capacity 
of the ablest and to all in the association. 
The weakest, and one of the least capacity, 
is brought in ml vantages to the level of the 
best. The result of tliis association is to bring 
the individuals ol on ass/s-iatioti closer to the 
entire fruits of their united industries. With 
greater intelligence, mid with better under­ 
standing of the principles of co opcratiou, the 
adoption of them in practice will, in time. I 
imagine, cause most of th e -industries of the 
country to be carried on by these co-operativo 
associations. 
The co-operaiiion ol individuals 
in kindred pursuits would have the effect of 
furnishing from their variety of la)»or continu­ 
ous employment. Thus a combination of men 
could even do farming, rendering for hire their 
services to farmers, and might find that con­ 
tinuity of labor so importaut to the la’>orer, mid 
conducive to

From constant employment. It is the hope of 
strengthening and developing the i: telligence 
and productive power of the individual with­ 
out capital, or with but little, that I have intro­ 
duced this bill, believiug it to be one great step 
towards the highest possibility of the abund­ 
ance, necessaries and comfort* of lii«- for every 
industrious mid piovideut individual. I believe 
that co-operation will bring out tlie highest ca­ 
pacities of those engaged in it. It will im part 
to each individual a stimulus of knowing that 
he or she may enjoy the full fruits of hL or her 
ski.i and energy in their tailing. In those, 
countries where there is the most intelligence 
there is the greatest use made ot lal*or-uiding 
machinery, an 1 where this labor-aiding m a­ 
chinery is ured most, as in our own country, 
there the compensation of the laborer is the 
largest. Kven iu Europe, those countries that 
xiiaRe the most use of labor-aiding machinery 
have the be->t compensation fov their labor, 
(íccasionully there is evidence of an apprehen­ 
sion that ntbor-fiaving machinery may deprive 
laboro! the demand for bis services, but any 
apprehension of that kind must readily dis­ 
appear with the rellection that the wants of 
hum anity aie as boundlesa us tiie intelligence 
and capacity to conceive. 


WITH THE I4INOKANCE OF THE DIGGER INDIAN : 
There ure few wants; no intelligence to con­ 
ceive, and the demand for labor supply of 
others is ol the most limited kind. The inore 
intelligent the people, tin- greater arc their 
wants: and with those increased wants there is 
a greater demand fur labor, and in the univer­ 
sality of lnl»or there is greater caj a* ity of indi­ 
viduals and coininunitk s to make an exchange 
Of their productions. The principle of co-oper­ 
ation of individuals is a most democratic one. 
It enables a requisite combination of num ­ 
bers 
and 
capitai 
to 
engage 
in 
and 
develop ev<ry enterprise of promise, however 
large. Jt i s an absolute protection *»f the peo­ 
ple against the possible monoi-oly of the few, 
and renders an offensive monoj-olv, aud a bur­ 
densome one, impossible. The only possible 
monopoly with the e laws in existence is one 
of beneficence, and to the extent that tlie wants 
and condition of the people can be better sup­ 
plied than by any other means. >o far only can 
there be a monopoly in our eouutry. Under 
these laws of co-operuiion,

THE MAKING OF NEW COUNTIES. 


There is a good deal of contention in 
th e Legislature over th e propoesd division 
of counties, and in every case there is an 
array 
of 
petitioners 
and 
protestante. 
These m atters we look upon as of purely 
local concern, and believe they should be 
decided in accordance with the wishes of 
the people. 
We have neither part nor lot 
in them , and wish none. 
But aside from 
these facts, and the natural regret th at lo­ 
cal m atters should absorb so much of val­ 
uable time of the State, there are certain 
principles of government involved th at are 
of profound interest, and to which all may 
profitably give thought. In new countries 
changes in the boundaries of counties are 
almost constant as State building goes on, 
and California is no exception. 
The rea­ 
sons are obvious : as the land is settled and 
cities built, the centers of population de­ 
termine, lines of travel are established, 
commerce dictates trade routes and depots, 
and public convenience makes itself prom­ 
inent in demands for consideration. Hence 
it is th at we find in every State there has 
through all its early history been a great 
deal of comity formation and reformation 
going on. 
Let us see how it has been 
w ith as. 
U nder the Act of 1851 the counties of 
California were Butte, Calaveras, Colusa, 
Contra Costa, El Dorado, K lam ath, Los 
Angeles, M arin, 
Mariposa, Mendocino, 
M ontereyk Napa, Nevada, Placer, Sacra­ 
mento, San Diego, San Francisco, San 
Joaquin, San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, 
Santa Clara, Santa < ’ruz, Shasta, Solano, 
Sonoina, Sutter, T rinity, Tuolumne, Yolo 
and Yuba. 
Prior thereto Santa CrUz was 
carved from Braneiforte, Nevada 
from 
Yuba, and Placer from Sutter. 
In 1851 
then, we had twenty-nine counties, and 
since then have so subdivided them as to 
give us twenty-three new counties. 
In 
every instance the subdivision was made in 
answer to the demand of the people for 
consideration of their convenience. 
The tarving process by which these 
counties were made may prove of more 
than passing interest, and we go somewhat 
into detail for the historical value in ­ 
volved : 
Alameda was created out of the south part of 
Contra Costa and Santa Clara, March, IKia. 
Alpine was carved out of the Calaveras Sierra 
Region and the east partof r i Dorado, and more 
territory from Am adoraud Mono, Mareh. 1HT4. 
Amador out of the north part of Calaveras, 
April, 1855, and re-lioundcd April lfstt. 
Butte has lawn the subject of much carving. 
Plumas took some of her north territory. March, 
] 
Tehama her northwest, April, u s ;, ami her 
boundaries have since been frequently relo­ 
cated. 
Colusa was, in April. 1856, made to cut off all 
the territory of Butte east of the Sacramento 
river and west of Butte slough, and a portion of 
Butte was given to Yuhn, March, ¡HM. 
Calaveras lost her east seel ion to form Mono, 
April, 1861, and Fresno and Mariposa were also 
shorn fora like purpose. 
Del Norte was formed from the north part of 
Klamath. March. 1887, and the latter county 
was wholly nhsorla’d by Siskiyou and Hum­ 
boldt, Man’ll, 1874. 
Fresno was earved from Mariposa, Merced and 
Tulare, April. 1858. 
Humboldt was termed originally from Trinity, 
1S58, and enlarged by absorption of part of 
Klamath. March, 1 ST I. 
Inyo was the child of Tulare and Mono, and 
its birth date is 1866. 
Kern was formed out of Tulare and l.os An­ 
geles in 18011. 
Lake wai created out ol the north pari of 
Napa, May, 1801. 
Lassen was laken from l’lumas and Shasta, 
April, 1*01. 
Modoc was earved from the east of Siskiyou, 
February, 1874. 
Merced was bom April, 1855, of the southwest 
and west poriiunsof Mariposa. 
Mono, as show n, came out of Fresno and Cal- 
avtrtLsund Mariposa April, 1801. 
Plumas was taken, as we Lave shown, out of 
Butte’s territory March, 1854. 
■Siskiyou was carved from Shasta in 1872. 
Stanislaus was stripped from Tuolumne in 
1870, ami from Sau Joaquin, February, Ison. 
San Mateo was created cut oí Saú Fraueisco 
in 1877. 
Sierra was formed April, 1872, out of Yuba. 
San Bernardino was carved out of Los Ang­ 
eles In 1855. 
San Benito was carved from the cost pari of 
Monterey. February, 1871. 
Tehama was taken from the southwest of 
Slrastn April, 1858. 
Tulare was earved from Mariposa, April. 1872. 
Ventura was earved from the east part of 
Santa Barbara, March, 1872. 


Yet, with all this shifting of lines, there 
were not three cases where protests were 
not made against the new formations. 
In 
all communities there i- a radically con­ 
servative element th at dislike to abandon 
old ruts and lieateu ways for new roads 
and experim ental paths, and w ith this 
class we find no fault, for they are checks 
upon extremists, and thus genuine con­ 
servatism is fostered by their resistance. 
Counties, as has lieen well said, are sub­ 
. divisions for the convenience of the jico- 
ple. 
But they are absolute needs, since it 
would not be possilde to conduct the affairs 
of communities economically without these 
aids to justice. 
They enable us better to 
grade our representative system, and se­ 
cure a truer, because closer, representation, 
and to enforce upon th e unwilling citizen 
compliance with the demand society makes 
iq>on him for duty contributions, as well 
as enabling society to better protect itself 
by local guards set up by these stuall 
groujis. 
Now we lake it no one will dis­ 
pute th e proposition that the county is 
best proportioned which enables its people 
more easily to do public duty, that exacts 
least of them , and at smallest cost to their 
lim e and th eir purses. 
The citizen, there­ 
fore, shoul 1 be near ta the government, for 
long distance from it unduly taxes his time 
pocket and business in reaching it, and 
taxes his property unduly also in the 
heavy cost created by officials in serviug 
process upon liitn. 
I t m ast be agreed, 
therefore, th at there is strength in the 


argum ent of those who hold that, all 
things living equal—ability to liear tax ­ 
ation, capacity to m aintain a county gov­ 
ernment, etc.—the sm aller is to lie preferred 
to the large county. 
W e have counties in 
Cdifornia larger than some States, and 
same larger th an several States. Of course 
they m ast lie reduced in tim e into lesser 
territories— that is inevitable, and the is- 
s u i n these matters, therefore, th at dis­ 
to rts conscientious legislators 
most is> 
after all, th is : “H as the tim e arrived ?” 
The people of a county ought "to be the 
best judge in such cases; they knovr their 
wants, th e cost of government and all th at 
th e setting up of a new county govern­ 
m ent involves. 
They must be assumed to 
know if present boundaries inconvenience 
them, fail of the very purpose for which 
established, and are provocative of heavy 
taxation and loss of time. 
No one can 
judge any better than they of the chang­ 
ing conditions in their section; of the new 
drift of trade, of the change effected by 
railroad building, settlem ent of the country, 
c ilonization, new discoveries, etc. 
W here 
any large number of voting people, in a 
county, therefore, express their wish to es­ 
tablish and their ability to be set apart in 
a smaller group for local self-government, 
they make a strong case, and it mav be 
seriously questioned w hether the other 
groups from which they seek to disconnect 
themselves, can make any showing suffi­ 
cient to overcome th eir expression of de­ 
sire to lie set apart, backed by ability for 
self-maintenance. 
People in three counties, we believe, are 
now seeking such changes, anil we hear 
rumors of agitation in two others. 
Two, at 
least, are now before the Legislature ami 
in each case, as in all the past, there are 
two classes appealing to the legislators, 
the petitioners and the protostants. 
The 
protest is always entered, no m atter how 
clear it may be that county boundaries 
should lie narrowed. 
W c have in mind a 
county in a very broad W estern territory 
th a t stretches more than half way across 
the embryo ¡State; the county seat is .within 
a half dozen miles of the east line, yet 
despite the demands of the people in the 
west end— who are sufficiently numerous 
and able—to be allowed to assume local 
government for convenience sake, the pro­ 
tests from the east end prevail, and keep 
them in a species of political servitude. 
These cpiestions ought not engender bad 
blood or heated debates, but lie passed upon 
solely with these three inquiries for satis­ 
factory answer: “ Are the petitioners for 
local self-government to be brought closer 
to them , capable of m aintaining i t ; do 
th ey represent a majority of the people of 
the proposed new county ? W ill the setting 
up of the new county for them, conserve 
th eir convenience—and 
therefore their 
content with the government—and leave 
in the old county sufficient population and 
strength 
It does seem th at these things, if, as 
they should be, separated from political 
schemes, freed from mere local prejudices 
and treated in a judicial spirit, are easy of 
determ ination. 
It does appear to us also 
th at the very fact of a demand being made 
for a new county by a large body of people 
to be affected, and who must serve the new 
government, is, prim a facie, a satisfactory 
answ er to these questions and puts the bur­ 
den of rebuttal upon the protestants. 


O c r eccentric contemporary) the Bee, is 
“ amused’’ over statem ents in the R e c o k d - 
U s to n concern the “ rabbit pest.” 
It re­ 
marks 
th at our so-called “ rabbits are 
liares, w hich never burrow, and none of 
our wild species dig holes in the earth.” 
T he owlish wisdom of this comment will 
excite all sportsmen to guffaws of uproari­ 
ous laughter. 
The hare of N orth Amer­ 
ica, known here as the “ jackass rabbit,” Is 
the bare of England. 
The rabbit, against 
which half the vineyardists in the country 
are building “ rab b it” fences, is the rabbit 
known throughout Europe, where it is be­ 
lieved to have spread originally from 
Spain. 
It is not only plentiful here and a 
pest, but it is not a bare, though of the 
same “ fam ily” in natural history. 
W e 
have here three varieties—the “ bluejack,” 
the “cottontail,” and a larger kind, which 
i- believed to closely resemble the A ustra­ 
lian rabbit. Clim atic and other conditions 
in different parts of the world have given 
us varieties of rabbits, hut they differ little 
in general appearance and less in habit. 
They burrow in California,in Australia, in 
France, and everywhere, and in no part of 
the world can they lie mistaken for “hare” 
except by such ill-informed people as write 
of “rabbits” in the columns of our contem­ 
porary, and assert that they are hares. 
If 
that authority really believes the rabbit 
lias not a burrow in the ground, does not 
make himself at home with owls and 
snakes, does not bring forth young after 
three weeks of gestation, and is nothing 
more nor leas than the larger, longer- 
bodied, leaping, long-eared, and more ex- 
elusiveand less numerous hare, it should get 
rid of its conceits by consulting any lad 
from the rural districts.

T h e State has not yet formulated a gen­ 
eral system for irrigation and drainage, as 
it must do—one touching the question of 
water 
rights 
and 
control of streams 
throughout the State. 
U ntil it does so, it 
needs the aid of a State Kngineer as an 
adjunct to the Commission that the le g is­ 
lature is asked to create. 
To abolish the 
office, as is proposed by the Legislative 
Committees on Irrigation, is not in the 
direction o f true economy. 
W ith the 
office vacated, the d a ti gathered at such 
great expense and after so manv years, 
will be of little value to a commission, or 
any one else. 
It would Ik? equivalent to 
abandoning all th at has beep accomplished. 
Aside from all issue regarding modes of 
organizing for irrigation, and apart from 
all issues between ripariam sts and appro- 
priators, the E ngineers office is an abso­ 
lute necessity in the work of putting on 
its feet a comprehensive State policy and 
system of irrigation and drainage.

White opposed this action, but said he would 
supjKirt amendments that would relieve the 
lumber interests from its operation. 
Vrooman said he would withdraw his motion 
if the Senate would postpone action nutil the 
return of Senator Yell, who desired to be heard 
on it. 
Clunie was opposed to postponement. The 
bill w j is passed by a Republican Assembly, and 
now if a Democratic Senate wished to throttle 
it he hoped it would do so now. It isa measure 
in the interest of laboring people, and action 
on it should be delayed no longer. 
Even* bill 
asked to be taken up in the interest of the 
laboring people had been sat upon, but this one 
was in the regular course. 
Bowers said the bil*, as it reads, would work 
an injury to small manufacturers among the 
white people, but he thought it could be amend­ 
ed satisfactorily. 
Clunie said that Chinese-made goods aredailv 
palmed off upon the peop e as the product of 
white labor, and the bill was aimed to meet this 
evil, sti 1, he was satisfied it would lie defeated, 
and that, too, in a Democratic Senate. 
Abbott said that the bill, unless amended, was 
wrong in theory, wrong in practice and wholly 
impracticable and unjust. The lumber m anu­ 
facturers of Mendocino could not be expected 
to stamp or label every board or shingle turned 
out by them. 
Clunie claimed that there was a provision in 
the bill which provided againstany thing of that 
kind. 
Leuahan spoke briefly in support of the bill, 
as likewise did Rose. The latter said it was in 
the interest of honesty and fairness. He pre­ 
ferred not to have it materially altered by 
amendments. 
Vrooman thought it strange that a motion to 
adjourn or take a recess cannot be made wita- 
out ringing in the Chinese. The whole State is 
opposed to the Chinese evil. The question can­ 
not be solved by any such metli* d as that pro­ 
posed. He referred to the n e t that from the 
earlitst dawn of creation the two chief divisions 
of the hum an family—Caucasian and Mon- 
g lian—had been traveling in different direc­ 
tions. They have here met face to face, on the 
shores of the Pacific, confronting one another in 
the great conflict that involves the survival of 
the fittest. A Chinaman can sit down on a bit 
of ground aud make a good living, where an 
American cat would starve to death. This great 
problem of the survival of the fittest—so far as 
the struggle for supremacy in the great battle of 
life is concerned—cannot be solved in the way 
proposed. It must be decided on a higher plane 
of action—the plane of the loftiest statesman­ 
ship. It cannot be done upon the low plane of 
competition 
in 
small 
manufactures. 
The 
speaker himself claimed to belong to the army 
of 
workers. If 
there lives 
a 
man who 
has labored harder, or who has more bitterlv 
suffered the pangs of hunger or the inconveni­ 
ences of poverty, he would like to see him. He 
did not believe that measures of the kind pro­ 
posed would be in the interest of the laboring 
element. < >n the contrary, legislative strictures 
upon manufactures would be directly antago­ 
nistic to their interests. He had known of mill­ 
ions of capital having been driven from Cali­ 
fornia by t no advocacy of oppressive measures 
in our Legislature. But California is :o-dav re­ 
covering her old form of prosperity. People are 
coming here daily with new capital to build up 
homes an 1 engage in manufactures and devel­ 
oping the State, and now they are met on the 
threshold of the Mate with legislation that pro- 
jwises to place restriction upon manufactures. 
The same proposition iiere involved has l»eeii 
agitated for the past fourteen years, yet no po­ 
litical party has yet dared to incorporate it into 
its platform. 
The Senator proceeded at length to discuss 
the provisions of the bill, which he declared to 
la* crude and full of evil to the great interests 
of the State. He mentioned several institutions 
which claimed they would be compelled to 
slu.t down if such a bill were passed. He 
claimed that if it were unconstitutional to de­ 
clare, in so many words, that any particular 
class of people were to be legislated against, it 
would be equally as vain to say that certain in­ 
terests should not be affected by the operation 
of the bill. All laws must be general in their 
application. If this bill were passed, he would 
Dot accept the entire manufactories of the State 
as- a gift. 
Gesford agreed with Senator Vrooman in 
many things 
He. too. was tired of hearing the 
Chinese question paraded before the Senate, but 
if it was not a great question it would not have 
received so much notice. He agreed with him 
that the two great civilizations are met here on 
the shores oi the Pacific; and unless Caucasian- 
ism shall stretch out its stand and stop the 
progress of Mongolinnism, the latter will keep 
on in its eastward march until it overthrows 
the continent. 
This Chinese problem is one 
that has puzzled the wisest men of the nation, 
and i? as j ct unsolved. T roa ties and restrictive 
measures have failed in their objects, and he 
beiieved it was iust such measures as the bill 
under question that would open up a way to 
the solution of the question. If the j>eople of 
the State will refuse to patronize Chinese, or the 
products of Chinese manufacture, the problem 
can be solved. 
It is the patronage of white 
people that enriches and emboldens the ("hi­ 
ñese. Their products are consumed under falso 
representations, and it is to prevent these fraud­ 
ulent practices that it is sought to pass this bill. 
The people of his district were proud o ft^ e ir 
own products, and preferred to have them la­ 
beled as the manufactures of that section, and 
scut abroad over the world. 
Mr. Gesford spoke at considerable length upon 
tlie merits of the bill, agreeing with Senator 
Vrooman that its provisions must be general, 
but he did not think they could be ton sweep­ 
ing. He claim* d that the opposition to the bill 
emanated from factories in which Chinese are 
employed—it never came from Caucasian insti­ 
tutions. 
Clunie replied to some of the arguments 
offered by Vrooman. 
Bowers sooke briefly in support of the gen­ 
eral intent of the bill. He thought it could be 
amended so as to hit the Chinese, while the 
class of small white manufacturers might evade 
its operations. 
Di ay believed that great questions generally 
spring from agitation by the lowly people, in - 
stead of from the more elevated plane of pol­ 
ished statesmanship. He had exam ined the 
bill thoroughly, and while he would favor any­ 
thing that would place Chinese-made good* be­ 
fore the people, as such, he was opposed to a 
measure that would strike down white mauu- 
fHCturers in order to reach the.Mongolians. All 
the manufacturing interests in the Stati that 
an* not In the hands of the Chinese would be 
injured by the <q►orations of the bill. Thus 
framed, he could not support it. 
Hall spoke briefly against the bill. Ho be­ 
lieved it would prove practically a prohibition 
oí >mall fruit canneries. 
Crandall opposed tht* bill» and was followed 
by tv hite, who declared that the bill might be 
amended so as to exempt certain cl an-es of m an­ 
ufactures from its oj-cration, and still becoDsti- 
lutionnl. It would be general so long as i; 
affected alike all persons engaged in the same 
enterprise or class of business. The Senator 
spoke upw ard of half an hour.

the editions now in stock will be on hand. 
Large dem ands will be coming in from time 
to tim o, not only from new* localities, but 
from, districts and cities which have begun 
their use, or will have begun it by next 
July. These latter will order supplies ad­ 
ditional to those embraced in their first 
orders. 
In the 
absence 
of any pro­ 
vision for 
the 
use of 
proceeds 
of 
sales to keep up supplies, 
the State 
will be in the sorry and 
ridiculous 
position of being compelled to say it can 
do nothing in the premises ; and not only 
m ust new applicants for books be refused, 
but districts which have begun their use 
will be compelled to abandon it and go 
back to the old source of supply, which 
private publishers do not allow* to run dry. 
Should the enterprise be brought in to a strait 
so pitiful as this, it is safe to predict that 
it would never get out of it. The friends 
of the measure cannot afford to allow it. 
Besides, provision should be made for the 
additional books named in this bill. They 
are common school books used in every 
school in the State. 
The second bill am ends the original Act 
of two years ago in the provision for dis­ 
tribution. T he success of the whole scheme 
depends much upon a succ ssful distribu­ 
tion as upon anything else. The main 
feature of this bill is permission given to 
dealers to sell the books w ithin the State at 
a price not exceeding the mailing price, 
they paying their own freight. County 
Superintendents, Clerks of District Boards 
and Principals of Normal Schools may pro­ 
cure the books at the cost price at Sacra­ 
mento, if they prefer, but m ust not add 
more than the actual freight when dispos­ 
ing of them to pupils. No greater m istake 
could be made than to allow school officers 
to engage miscellaneously in selling these 
books at a profit. The proposition is too 
absurd for argum ent. As stated, the bills 
are vital, and no better proof of this is 
needed than the anxiety of the school- 
book publishers to see them defeated, es­ 
pecially in the essential features of provid­ 
ing for future editions of books already 
printed, and for the successful distribution 
of the books to the people.

A GOOD MEASURE. 


A P ro p o sed L aw fo r th e B ette r P r o te c ­ 
tio n o f C ap itol P a rk . 
Assem blym an M athews of Teham a some 
days ago introduced a bill providing for 
the appointm ent and m aintenance of a 
State police in the Capitol grounds. Yes­ 
terday he introduced th e following bill, 
w hich ought to become a la w : 
It pro­ 
vides that every person who willfully de 
faces the fences, sidewalks, or buildings 
erected or, the State Capitol grounds ; 
W ho plucks any flowers, or breaks or 
in any way injures any tree, shrub or vine 
growing on the grounds; 
W ho walks or lies on the grass plats, ex­ 
cept on dav3 when public performances 
are perm itted on the ground by the State 
Capitol Com m issioners; 
W ho drives any wagon, truck, or vehicle 
of any kind on the drives or walks of the 
ground, except buggies or carriages driven 
for pleasure; 
W ho stands any wagon, buggy, hack or 
vehicle of any kind in front of the State 
Capitol upon the portion of the drive-way 
in front of the m ain entrance, to the width 
of the concrete walk leading west to Tenth 
street; 
W hoever violates any rule or order of the 
State Capitol Commissioners, passed relat­ 
ing to the preservation of the grounds and 
trees, vines, shrubs and flowers growing 
thereon, and to the m aintenance of de­ 
cency and good order on the ground, is 
guilty of a m isdemeanor, and punishable 
by a fine not less than five dollars, nor 
m ore than fifty dollars, or by im prison­ 
m ent not less than five days, nor more 
than fifty days, or by both such fiue and 
im prisonm ent. 


A D isa g r e e a b le In d iv id u a l. 
Early yesterday afternoon a m an named 
Theodore Lem per called at the residence 
of R. Oppenheim, Eighth and I streets, and 
when that gentleman went out to see what 
he wanted, requested a gift or loan of $2. 
The request was refused. Mr. Oppenheim 
telling him to return to his (Oppenheim’a) 
son's ranch, where he had been given em ­ 
ploym ent, and go to work, instead of beg­ 
ging money. T his so angered the appli­ 
cant that he quickly pulled a rock from his 
pocket and struck Oppenheim twice on the 
head w ith it, inflicting two wounds, one of 
w hich was such a severe cut that a surgeon 
whose services were presently called into 
requisition had m uch difficulty in stopping 
the flow of blood. 
Lemper walked down 
I street, and was followed by C. C. Brown, 
who at Sixth street informed Constable 
Swift of what had taken place. They fol­ 
lowed Lemper to J street, down which he 
turned. 
The officer was informed at the 
corner of Sixth street m ore fully as to 
O ppenheiin’s injury by B. W ilson, who 
had witnessed the assault, and who prom ­ 
ised, if Swift m ade the arrest, to see that 
the case was prosecuted. The officer and 
Brown then followed Lemper down J 
street, and at Fifth put him under arrest. 
H e was at first disposed to resist, asserting 
th at Swift had no business to arrest hint as 
he had not seen him do anything out of 
the way, but he finally submitted. 
At 
T hird street, however, as there were few 
people in sight, he thought it a good place 
to m ake a break for liberty, and, before 
Swift could realize what was being done, 
struck him with the rock on the left side 
of the face, just escaping the eye, and m ak­ 
ing a pretty severe cut. 
H e then dashed 
out into the m uddy street, but B row i 
and

quickly 
over­ 
took him . and they had a lively tussle 
in the mud, during which Brown’s cloth­ 
ing and hat were torn and shockingly 
dirtied, and Swift’s garments soon became 
a good starter for a ranch. Just as they 
got their man to the edge of the sidewalk 
officer Coffey appeared and snapped his 
handcutls around the prisoner's wrists. H e 
immediately surrendered, as though the 
iron had a soothing effect, and was taken

H is actions 
and appearance and m anner of speaking 
led Constable Swift to believe that he was 
not in his right m ind.

P r o sp e cts for th e R e lea se o f th e T ra v el- 
erg Sn ow -b ou n d on th e H iiL 
Early yesterday m orning the snow-plow 
that had been stalled for two days at Shady 
R un was dug out by the shovelers, and at 6 
o’clock it had reached Alta. Between there 
and Colfax it had some work to do, but ar­ 
rived at the latter place at 8 o'clock. There 
the plow was turned around, the engines 
coaled up, and at 9 o’clock the plow, with 
eight locomotives pushing it, started back 
up the hill, carrying a large gang of snow- 
shovelers for service in case of need. 1 ol- 
lowing the plow was the wrecking train 
from this city, drawn by three locomotives 
The plow drove the snow out of the way in 
grand style until it reached a point just 
above where it had been stalled so long, 
and there it found an imm ense quantity of 
snow which had collected during the time 
the plow was motionless, that portion of 
the track not having been cleared mean­ 
while. There was about two mijes of it. 
extending to Blue Canyon. D rivisg into 
tbis snow, the plow was soon brought to a 
stop, and then the shovelers were em ­ 
ployed. 
It was discouraging w ork, this re­ 
moving m ountains of drifts with theshovel, 
but it was the only recourse. 
W hen the 
plow was released it would back up to take 
a new drive, only to be brought to a dead 
stop after creating a great commotion in 
the bank attacked. The track was like a 
trench, with the walls of snow on either 
side reaching to the top of the locomotive 
smoke-stacks, and the plow conld do little 
in the way of throw ing the snow, but had 
to push ¡to u t of the way as much as possi­ 
ble, the shovel vers finally throwing it aside. 
Slowly but surely the plow advanced 
during the day, and about 12 o'clock last 
night had reached Blue Canyon, where the 
snowsheds commence, and the road was 
open for the wrecking car to proceed to 
shed No. 4, where the Emigrant Gap plow 
came to grief on the previous night, by 
running into the debris of 100 feet of the 
shed, which had been crushed by the 
weight of the snow upon it. There they 
found that a large force of men, sum ­ 
moned by Superintendent W right from 
Truckee soon after the disaster to the plow, 
had arrived 
about 4 o’clock yesterday 
m orning and, under the direction of Phil. 
Douglas, commenced 
work 
upon 
the 
wreck 
of 
the 
shed, removing 
the 
limbers aud other debris, and when the 
wrecking car arrived everything had been 
removed that was in the way, even to the 
tender of the ditched engine, and the 
wrecking crew proceeded at once to the 
duty of getting that engine and the plow 
back upon the rails. 
It promises to be a 
long joo, as they are both in a cut and hard 
to get at, but it is hoped and expected that 
the track will be cleared sometime this 
forenoon, so that the delayed passenger 
trains may- come through this afternoon. 
The weather was not unfavorable to oper­ 
ations yesterday, though there was a light 
fail of snow. At the sum m it there was a 
snow storm and gale prevailing hi3t night, 
and a big storm was reported east of Reno. 
The two men 
hurt when the plow 
ran into the ruins 
of the snow shed 
Tuesday night are doing well. 
Mead, the 
fireman, was walking about yesterday, and 
Brady, the hrakeman, is not considered se­ 
riously injured. 
The" large num ber of men working upon 
the road during the past tew days, all pos­ 
sessed of immense appetites, have almost 
created a famine in son-e places, but the 
company sees to it that the men have 
plenty to eat, so that they can work well. 


T H E CA LIFO R N IA AND OREGON 
Road, through the efforts of the large force 
of road-builders, brought back from the 
“front” for the purpose, was relieved from 
snow yesterday, and it is clear from Dtins- 
m uir "north. 
The earth and snowslides 
heretofore referred to have been shoveled 
cfl to such an extent that they are now 
confined to a space of about five miles—be­ 
tween Sims and Castle Creek. Some of 
those still rem aining on the track are ex­ 
tensive, and it is estimated that it will take 
24 hours to remove them . 
But few passen­ 
gers are being delayed by the blockade of 
the road, there being about 30 at Duns- 
m uir, bound south, and 14 at Delta, bound 
north. 
The snow-plow damaged bv an accident 
near McCloud Tuesday evening has been 
tem porarily repaired, hut will have to 
come here to be attended to before it can 
do much work.

T h e a tr ic a l C h an g e s. 
H . S. Church, lessee and m anager of the 
New M etropolitan Theater, yesterday be­ 
came also lessee and manager of the Clunie 
Opera House. 
He will conduct 
both 
houses. Mr. Church claims that the new 
arrangem ent will be better for each house 
and lor the amusement-loving public. By 
this method, he says, cutting of rates with 
companies ceases—it having heretofore de­ 
prived either managem ent of profit; that 
so large a percentage was paid by reason of 
the rivalry that troupes got better contracts 
here than anywhere else, without any bet­ 
ter results to" public or managers. 
It en­ 
ables one set of employes to work both 
houses, and thus aids economy nnd en­ 
larges the financial ability of the manage­ 
ment. The contracts require him to alter­ 
nate troupes between the two houses, that 
neither may he closed, and he receives re­ 
ductions in rents that give him better op­ 
portunity to cater to the public. On the 
outside it is

owners, 
but 
that 
the 
result will be the eventual closing of the 
Clunie. This Mr. Church strenuously de­ 
nies, and points out that if, as every one 
says, one house could respond to all the 
business, then one m anagem ent can do bet­ 
ter by controlling that business than hav­ 
ing it divided between two, with loss to 
both. 
Mr. Church during his brief connec­ 
tion with theatricals here has, by business 
promptness, gentlemanly bearing and his 
efforts to please patrons of the theater, 
commanded their respect. 
He says, re­ 
garding future m anagement of the two 
theaters, that he will leave nothing undone 
to bring here as many good companies and 
the best talent as is possible to be obtained;

T h e M a rin e D is a s te rs D u rin g tlie S to rm 
a t S a n P e d ro . 
S a n P e d r o , February 10th.—On Febru­ 
ary 14th, at daylight, 'a severe southeast 
gale, with a heavy sea, commenced. There 
were lying in the outer bay at anchor the 
ships Janies Drum m ond, Adrina, Ocean 
King, Kennebec, P., H . Buck, Edward 
O'Brien, the barkentines John Wooster and 
San Luis, also the schooner Courser and 
steamer Santa llosa. The gale steadily in­ 
creased. A t 11:30 a. M. the Santa Rosa's 
passengers were safely taken on board. At 
1 p. m. signals of distress were seen on the 
barkentine John W ooster. The W ilm ing­ 
ton Transportation Company’s steam tug 
Falcon imm ediately staried to her assist­ 
ance, but before the tug reached her she 
had shipped both anchors, m ade sail and 
went safely to sea. She has not returned 
as yet. Just before dark the barkentine 
Sari Luis shipped her anchors and endeav­ 
ored to get to sea. She m ade one tack 
toward Anaheim Landing, and on the in­ 
shore tack, at dark, was seen Inside of the 
ships laying at anchor. 
About 7 p. m. a report reached here that 
she was ashore between Point Firm an and 
Point Timms. 
Large parties 
of men 
started to the wreck, but in the darkness 
and blinding storm could render no assist­ 
ance. 
During the night the vessel broke 
up. The crew, Captain and Captain's wife 
saved themselves on a raft. A t daylight 
the beach was strewn with lum ber and 
wreckage. The vessel had a deck-load of 
lumber for Clark A H um phreys, and 250 
tons of coal in the hold for W. S. Maxwell, 
of Los Angeles. Some of the lum ber may 
be saved, but the vessel and coal arc a 
total loss. 
At 0 p. M.on the 14th, the ship Kennebec, 
w ith three anchors and long ranges of 
chain, commenced dragging and striking 
the bottom very heavily, and at 10 p. M. 
the ship commenced filling with water, and 
sinking. At 11:30 r. m. she went oVer on 
her side. The fore and m ain topmast 
backstays were cut away, and the fore top­ 
mast and m ain-top-gallant m ast went by 
the board. Then all hands went into the 
fore rigging to save their lives. The sea 
was m aking a clean breach fore and aft 
over the ship, where she had sunk in five 
fathoms of water, and at 8 a. m. yesterday 
m orning all hands, ten in num ber, were 
taken from the wreck in boats by Mr. 
Bowen, first officer of the steam er Los An­ 
geles. 
The Kennebec now lays entirely 
submerged on the bottom, with what masts 
and rigging that rem ained upright, stand­ 
ing at the time of the disaster, only out of 
the water, and will probably prove a total 
loss. She had 1,100 tons of coal still on 
board. 
Yesterday m orning the ship P . H. Buck, 
with 2,243 tons of coal, struck heavily on 
the bottom, carried away her rudder, and 
commenced leaking badly. There was soon 
ten feet of water in her hold. The pumps 
were started and a gang of men taken to 
her from the shore to assist in pumping. 
H er rudder was buoyed, and at about 1 p. 
m. the ship was towed out into deeper 
water. At dark the Captain gave permis­ 
sion to those of the crew who were afraid 
to stay on the ship to go ashore on the tug, 
and only five men stayed w ith Captain 
Carver on board during the night. To-day 
it is reported they are keeping the leak 
down. 
The schooner Courser, lying at anchor, 
with both 
anchors down, commenced 
dragging, and Captain Colby, fearing he 
would foul the ship P. H. Buck, slipped 
both cables, cut the hawser on the kedge, 
set sail and came over the bar into the in ­ 
ner harbor and ran the vessel on the mud 
Hat. The other vessels rode out the gale 
safely.

Stietes, in prison, stated that he had an ap­ 
pointm ent with a man whom he called 
“ Fred W illiam s,’’ to place the cartridge on 
the track t t the time he was captured. The 
police have also arrested H. C. Deane, in 
whose bouse was found a quantity of fuse. 
Stietes claim* that he had no intention of 
placing the dynam ite on the car track, but 
had entered into the piao with one Fred 
W illiams, to accompany tiie latter and as­ 
sist him in placing the explosive on the 
Sutter-street track.

The Assembly Committee 
on W ater 
E ights and Drainage m et last evening in 
the Supreme Court-room, to consider the 
W alrath-V ariel 
debris dam bill. 
The 
m eeting was largely attended, gentlemen 
being present from Yuba, Sutter, Colusa 
and other counties north of Sacramento, as 
well as a large num ber of farmers from 
along the 
Sacramento, 
American 
and 
Cosumnes rivers in this county. 
THE AUTHORS STATEMENT. 
Assemblyman Variel, author of the hill 
in the House, said it was a fact well known 
in the history of this State that for eight 
years past there had been waged a sectional 
war between the owners of land along the 
Sacramento river and those m ining in the 
m ountains and hills, and who dum p into 
streams tributary to the river. Their cases 
had been in all the Courts, and in every in ­ 
stance save one had been decided against 
the m iners. 
M any m illions of property 
had thus been confiscated by the judge- 
made laws of the Courts. 
He sought by 
this bill some means whereby this conflict 
m ight be adjusted. It was proposed as a 
compromise measure between the two sec­ 
tions. 
H e did not desire to open up the 
wounds of the past. 
It 
looks to an 
adjustm ent of past differences, a propo­ 
sition 
whereby 
the 
m iners m ay be 
enabled 
to 
run 
w ithout 
injury 
to 
those who live along the streams below, 
and no m an will refuse to adm it the fair­ 
ness of the proposition in instances where 
competent scientific engineers say m ining 
debris can be restrained, and so agreeing, 
they m ust and will adm it that this is a just 
and needed bill. The bill is, as the title 
proclaims, to provide for the im pounding 
of m ining debris. W e are not here to 
create sentim ent. W e assume that dams 
can be constructed that will restrain the 
debris. 
W e will not at this tim e discuss 
the question of engineering. 


T H E V A LLEY SIDE. 
General H art said, as attorney for the 
Anti-Debris Association, be appeared in 
opposition to the measure. First, he claimed 
th at the things undertaken to do, are per­ 
fectly 
impracticable. 
T hat which has 
wrought ruin to the valley is the m atter car­ 
ried in suspension. 
If the miners washed 
only bowlders, rocks, and sm all gravel, the 
water would come into the valley clear. 
He proposed to show that when the water 
reached the valley, the current became re­ 
tarded. and in consequence this m atter car­ 
ried in suspension was deposited in the 
river channels and bays; also, that it was 
impracticable w ith restraining-dam s to re­ 
strain this m atter carried in solution. 
If 
thev w ant legislative permission to cover 
up this valley with debris, they are asking 
for som ething unconstitutional, and no 
member who respects his oath of office 
can support such a measure. Over $50,­ 
000.000 of property has been destroyed in 
the valleys by hydraulic m ining. If they 
can construct a dam ihat will restrain m in­ 
ing debris why come to the Legislature 
and ask the passage of this bill, for the 
law already gives them that right. 
\\ e 
wish to introduce evidence to show that 


IT IS AN IM PO SSIBILITY 
To restrain m aterial carried in suspension, 
and the material carried in suspension is 
w hat we complain is what destroys our 
farms, fills up our bays and livers. The 
rivers are the property of the people, held 
in trust by the State for the people, and the 
I.egislatuie has no right to authorize their 
destruction, but is bound to preserve them 
for commerce. The laws of this State now 
perm it the hydraulic m iner to carry oil his 
work so long as be does so w ithout injury 
to others. They have power to construct 
those dams now. They can under existing 
laws combine companies, persons and in ­ 
terests for the construction of dams and the 
im pounding of debris. 
This all comes 
w ithin the general laws of this State, and 
for all such purposes this bill is entirely 
unnecessary. This bill seeks to give an 
indirect right to do an illegal and uncon­ 
stitutional act. It appeals to the members 
cf the committee as a 


MATTER OF LEG ISLATIV E CONSCIENCE. 
It will be the means of continuing expen 
sive litigation by giving a semblance of 
legality to that which of itself is illegal and 
wrong. Eventually, after m uch litigation, 
the Courts will declare it unconstitutional, 
but it will take the tim e and m oney of the 
people of the valley, to say nothing of the 
alditional destruction of their property. 
The passage of this bill sim ply means the 
giving of a semblance of authority to the 
hvdraulic m iner 
to resum e operations, 
which will renew the excitem ent between 
sections, and precipitate litigation 
that 
will take the Courts another ten years 
to 
settle. 
The 
law 
plainly states 
that there m ust be injury done before there 
is ground for complaint, and if the hy­ 
draulic m iners prosecute their work w ith­ 
out damage to others the Courts will up­ 
hold them . Those men whose mines do 
no injury to the valleys or navigable 
stream s can establish that fact in the Courts, 


T IIE IR INJUN CTION W IL L RE DISSOLVED, 
And they can prosecute the same uninter­ 
ruptedly. There must be injury done be­ 
fore there is ground for complaint. The 
law now perm its them to run their mines, 
build their dams, and we are perfectly 
willing th at they should do so, provided 
they keep their slickens to themselves. 
R. T. Devlin said he and Judge S. C. 
Denson 
appeared 
for 
the Sacramento 
County Board of Supervisors. 
He said the 
passage of this bill would give the hy­ 
draulic m iners the right to claim the priv­ 
ilege to m ine as of yore. 
He desired to put 
in evidence of gentlemen present fiom 
Sutter, Yolo, Yuba and Sacramento coun­ 
ties who would clearly demonstrate the 
fact that the proposed 


RESTRA IN IN G DAMS WOULD NOT RESTRA IN 
The m aterial that wrought ruin in the 
valleys. 
Mr. Campbell, Chairm an of the com m it­ 
tee, said that they did not propose to go 
into a lengthv trial. 
All the committee 
desired was to’ hear statem ents from the 
representatives on both sides. 
Statements 
as to what they proposed to prove could be 
considered as well as the testimony itself. 
Mr. Devlin said the Cosumnes river was 
a sm all stream, which flowed through a 
comparatively level section. The m ines 
operated upon its upper waters were loose 
soil, free from bowl iirs, the m aterial such as 
was carried in suspension. 
Years ago its 
banks were 25 or 30 feet above its bed, but 
to-day the channel was alm ost entirely 
obliterated, and the 


FARMERS HAD TO PROTECT T H E IR LANDS 
From overflow by systems ol large and ex­ 
pensive levees, while m uch bottom land 
was washed away. 
Mr. Variel said we want a legal right 
to conduct those mines, if we can do so 
without damage to others. H e did not 
come before the committee as the paid 
attorney for any section, or in the interest 
of anv association. He was n o ta hydraulic 
miner, nor did he own any interest in that 
character of mines. H e claimed the author­ 
ship of the bill, he represented the county 
of Plum as in the Assembly, and as a 
legislator he claimed to represent the peo­ 
ple not only of that section, but of the en­ 
tire State.

conciliatory m easures; let us act fairly, 
squarely and honestly about tbe m atter. 
The gentleman talks about vested rights in 
the valley. The decision of the Courts has 


PESTROYED MORE VESTED RIGHTS 
In the m ining counties than ever saw 
muddy water in tbe valleys. 
Mr. Sims, of the committee, said the po­ 
sition taken by gentlemen in opposition to 
this bill is that it is impossible to restrain 
the debris. They say that they protect 
their lands w ith levees. If levees are ef­ 
fective. why would not the dams hold back 
the debris even in solution ? 
General H art—I assume this is an im par­ 


tial committee, and that they desire to do 
w hat is right. In all bodies investigating 
facts the affirmative is first heard. 
Let 
them unveil themselves and tell us the ob­ 
ject of this bill. 
He then read decisions 
from the Gold Run case, showing that the 
miners already had all they claimed this 
bill would give them, and which established 
the fact that hydraulic m ining was ille­ 
gal only where it worked an injury on 
others, a law that was absolutely equitable. 
Senator W alratli said the valley people 
were present in force and 


WITn TIIE HIRED ATTORNEYS 
Let them fight the bill, combat it all they 
desired, and show their hands. The bill 
was right, just, equitable, and he did not 
think their combined force of engineers 
and atto-neys could convince the com m it­ 
tee to the contrary. 
Senator Clunie spoke against the bill. 
He said the valley people knew all about 
dams, and did not w ant any. He severely 
criticised W alrath’s, a sim ilar bill intro­ 
duced in the Senate. 
He thought a com­ 
mission, as spoken of by Mr. Variel, would 
be a good thing. The bill in order to pass 
hould be fair to both sides. 
AN ENGINEER S TESTIMONY- 
L. F. Bassett, City Engineer, said he had 
exam ined this m atter carefully, had visited 
the m ines m any times, and followed the 
stream s down from the dum p of the mines 
m any miles. H e described the restrainiug- 
dams in H um bug Canyon and in Succor 
Flat ravine, and exhibited large photo­ 
graphs of the same, showing them to be 
completely filled with debris, and their re­ 
straining qnaiities in consequence entirely 
gone. H e then went into m inute details 
of the rivers, canyons, dams, debris, etc., 
stating, that in his opinion, the m atter car­ 
ried out of the m ines in solution would 
not be restrained by the proposed dams. 
Mr. Sims—Do you not think dams could 
be constructed that would retain all the 
coarser m aterial and very much of that 
carried in solution, for a very long tim e? 
Mr. Bassett—Yes, sir. 
Mr. Situs—Don’t you think that a series 
of such dams would rob the water of all 
the m atter carried in solution ? 
Mr. Bassett—Yes ; but, as I understand, 
this bill dees not provide for a series of 
dams. 
Mr. Siifis—T hat is the way you under­ 
stand it. 
In response to questions by Mr. Ohleyer, 
a member of the committee, Mr. Bassett 
said that the water in those restraining 
dams would move with the velocity of the 
current of the Sacramento or the Yuba. 
T he dams would cause m uch material to 
lodge between the m ine and dams, which 
would be washed down stream over the 
dams, which would he filled by the first 
freshet. 
If a restraining dam was con­ 
structed in the Y uba gorge the first week of 
high water would completely fill it without 
the addition of fresh m ining debris. 
In response to some questions by Mr. 
Sims, Mr. Bassett said he never constructed 
a dam nor made specifications for their 
construction, lie hud been a practical en­ 
gineer for fourteen years, and at the time 
he made the exam inations of the mines and 
dams he referred to. he was in the employ 
of the anti-Debris Association, acting in the 
capacity of an expert. 
At 12 o'clock the committee adjourned 
until half-past 7 this evening.
